SCIENTIST  TELLS 

OF  RECENT  RESEARCH 


Occurrences  Now  Regarded  as 
So  Occult  May  Be  Reduced 
to  Order  by  Metliods  of 
Science. 
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BIRMIXGHAM,  .S5n|r..  Sept  10.— Sir 
Oliver  Lodge  ABltlwraAthfl  tnapgural  ad- 

soclatlon  for  W»'A*rtoe«meht  of  Solence 
at  Central   Hall   tonight.      The  hall   was 
tjcrowded    to    its  capacity    with    men   and 
lifromen. 

A  presidential  address  before  the 
British  association  seldom  has  been 
awaited  wUh  such  eagerness  on  the  part 
of  the  general  public  as  that  delivered 
tonigh,t.  The  leading  scientists  of  the 
world  were  in  the  audience,  includln/y 
Mme.  Curie,  the  co-discoverer  with  he. 
late  husband  or  radium,  and  fifty  other 
great    foreign    savants. 

Usually  such  addresses  are  too  scien- 
tific to  appeal  to  popular  taste,  but  it 
was  known  that  Sir  Oliver  Ivodge  was 
to  de,al  with  the  mystery  of  after  life, 
and  the  question  of  the  persistence  of 
personality  of  after  death,  and  avowing 
hia  belief  in  after  life,  the  speaker  went 
further  than  any  scientist  had  gone 
towards  answering  a  question  so  pro- 
foundly Interesting  to  the  mass  of  man- 
kind. 

The  address  :was  listened  to  with  im-. 
prespi\e  silence,  which  was  broken  only 
by  the  murmur  of  half-suppressed 
Ikughter  or  little  outbursts  of  applause. 
Sir  OUTvr'a  4.ddr*M 
Speaking  on  the  subject  of  "Continu- 
ity," Sir  Oliver  touched  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  life  after  death.  Published  fore- 
casts of  the  address  intimated  start- 
ling statements. 

Sir  OUver.iyynmarlzed  his  address,  and 
in  nis  own  words  his  argument  was  a 
marked  feature  of  the  present  sclentlflc 
era  of  the  discovery  and  interest  of 
various  kinds  of  ananomlsm,  so  that  the 
jiontinuity  seems  In  danger  of  being  lost 
sight  of. 

Another  tendency  is  toward  compara- 
"tive  negative  generalizations  from  a 
limited  point  of  view;  another  Is  to  take 
refuge  In  the  vague  forms  of  statement; 
another  is  to  deny  the  existence  of  any- 
thing which  makes  no  appeal  to  organs 
of  sense  and  no  ready  response  to  labor- 
atory experiment. 

Against  these  tendencies  Sir  Oliver 
contends.  He  argues  a  belief  in  ulti- 
mate continuity  as  essential  to  science, 
he  regards  scientific  concentration  as 
an  adequate  basis  for  phllosopliic  gen- 
eralization, he  believes  that  obscure 
phenomena  may  be  expressetl.  If  prop- 
erly faced,  and  points  out  that  the  non- 
appearance trf  anything  perfectly  uni- 
form and  omnipresent  is  only  what 
anould  be  expected,  and  is  no  argument 
against  its  real,  substantial  existence. 
Qnastlon  of  Zilfa  JKtar  JDaatb 
In  conclusion.  Sir  Oliver  touched  upon 
the  question  of  life  after  death.  He 
declared  his  conviction  that  "Occur- 
rences, now  regarded  as  no  occult,  can 
be  examlnM  and  reduced  to  order  by 
the  methods  of  science,  carefully  and 
persistently  appliad";  and  that  "Already 
the  facts  so  examined  have  convinced  me 
that  memory  and  affection  are  not  lim- 
ited to  that  asaoclatlon  with  matter  *)y 
which  alone  they  can  manifest  them- 
selves here  and  now,  and  that  peraon- 
ality   persists   beyond   bodily   death." 

Sir  Oliver  further  declared  the  "evi- 
dence, to  my  mind,  goes  t6  prove  that 
dlscarnate  intelligence,  under  certain 
conditions,  may  Inttract  with  and  use 
the  material  side,"  and  that  "We  may 
hope  to  attain  some  understanding  of 
the  nature  of  a  larger,  perhaps  efhereai 
existence,  and  of  the  conditions  regulat- 
ing   intercourse  across    the   chasm." 

Bra  ot  rrogvmm 

In  the  cour8«  ot  his  remarks  leading 
U0  to  these  Intersating  declaratione,  Sir 
Oliver  said: 

"Eliminating  from  our  view,  as  Is  al- 
ways neceaaaury,  a  great  mass  of  human 
activity,  and  limiting  ourselvea  to  a 
scrutiny  on  the  side  of  pure  science 
alone,  let  us  aak  what,  in  the  main,  in 
the  characteristic  of  the  promising, 
though  pertur];ing.  p«r1od  in  which  we 
live?  Different  pcraons  would  give  dlf-

L.ONDON,  Sept  10. — The  Women's  So- 
cial and  Political  Union  is  planning  to 
make  things  uncomfortable  for  Sir  Ed- 
ward Caraon  and  his  colleagues  If  they 
fall  to  make  provision  for  votes  for 
women  In  the  national  constitution  they 
are   drafting    for   Ulster. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Ulster  leader,  the 
suffragettes  put  themselves  on  record  as 
follows: 

"You  and  your  colleagues  and  sup- 
porters are  forming  an  Ulster  govern- 
ment and  preparing  an  armed  rebellion 
as  a  protest  against  being  under  a  .sys- 
tem of  government  to  which  you  do  not 
give  your  consent.  It  is  precisely  on 
the  same  principle  that  the  militant  suf- 
fragette organization  refuses  to  submit 
to  a  government  w-Uhout  the  consent  of 
women,  either  In  Ulster  or  in  any  other 
part    of    the    Kingdom."

Mr,  Burbidge  Speaks  of  Store 
Building  to  Be  Erected  by 
Hudson's  Bay  Company — 
Ornamental  Structure. 


"Before  I  take  a  holiday,  it  la  my  in- 
tention to  see  the  first  sod  turned  in  the 
work  of  preparing  a  site  for  the  new 
Victoria  Hudson's  Bay  Company's 
home." 

So  aald  Mr.  H.  E.  Burbidge,  stores 
commissioner  of  that  company,  in  con- 
versation last  night.  Mr.  Burbidge 
spoke  enthusiastically  regarding  the 
local  project.  He  declared  that  since 
his  initial  tour  of  the  West  he  has 
been  profoundly'  impressed  with  the 
scope  for  extensiCTi  in  two  growing 
cities.  These  centres  were  Calgarj'  and 
Victoria.  The  former  enterprise  was 
complete.  It  stood,  he  believed  he 
could  say  without  exaggeration,  one  of 
the  finest  mercantile  establishments  in 
the  Canadian  West.  That  designed  for 
this  city  would  certainly  be  as  goorl, 
and,  probably,  as  new  ideas  were  being 
prorpulgated  every  day,  would  be  an  Im- 
provement In  not  a  few  rospecta  ovei' 
that   of   the  prairie    metropolis, 

"The  people  of  Victoria,"  Mr.  Burbidge 
continued,  "appear  to  think  that  a  work 
such  as  we  propose  can  be  got  under 
way  In  a  few  days.  A  little  reflection 
will  show  that  this  ig  not  the  case.  The 
first  important  question  Is  that  of  the 
plans.  Then  there  ara  Innumerable  de- 
tails that  follow,  all  of  which  must  be 
dealt  with  and  conclusively  disposed  of 
before  It  Is  possible  to  proceed.  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  we  are  ready  for  ac- 
tion now,  however.  The  plans  are  com- 
pleted and  are  approved.  They  are  In 
the  hands  of  a  representative  of  Burke, 
Harwood  *  White,  our  architects,  whom 
I  am  to  meet  In  Vancouver  tomorrow.

Senor  Algara.  charge  d'  affaires  of  the 
Mexican    Emlmssy. 

Senor  Zamacona  did  not  reveal  the 
character  of  his  mission.  He  main- 
tained that  he  had  come  to  the  United 
States    "on    private    businesB." 

From  private  source*  it  is  known 
that  the  Mexican  Government  made  It 
known  recently  that  If  It  should  be 
agreeable  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  have  Senor  Zamacona  i<ettle 
some  of  the  points  In  dispute.  It  would 
be   willing    to   do   so. 

It  is  understood  Senor  de  Zamacona 
was  In  communication  tonight  witli  the 
Mexican  authorities,  and  is  prepared  to 
go  to  New  York  to  talk  to  American 
bankers  about  the  prospect  of  a  loan  to 
the    Huerta    Government. 

Mlaaion   a   Myatary 

About  the  White  Houae  It  was  stated 
that  no  word  had  been  heard  directly 
or  Indirectly  from  Senor  Zamacona. 
President  Wilson.  In  fact,  is  planning 
to  leave  here  tomorrow  afternoon  for 
Cornish,  N.  H.,  the  Summer  capital,  for 
a  week's  vacation.  In  that  time  it  is 
believed  Senor  Zamacona's  miflsion  will 
be    made    clear. 

Much  mystery  was  maintained  by 
the  Mexican  Embassy  concerning  the 
visit.  On  the  latter's  arrival,  lie  Im- 
mediately telephoned  Senor  Algara,  and 
went  to  the  Embassy.  Several  reporters 
saw  him  enter  there.

Says  Canada  Presents  a  Trav- 
esty in  Being  a  Farming 
Country  and  Yet  Importing 
So  Much   Foreign   Produce. 


PLEADS  STRONGLY 

FOR  MIXED  INDUSTRY 


"I  think  It  Is  the  greatest  possible 
travesty  of  things  that  in  Canada,  an 
essentially  farming  country,  we  have  to 
go  elsewhere  for  so  much  of  our  agri- 
cultural  needs." 

That  sentence  Is  quoted  from  a  state- 
m»;nt  made  to  The  Colonist  last  night 
by  Sir  WlUlanr  Whyte,  director  of  the 
C.  P.  R.,  who  arrived  In  the  city  yester- 
day on  board  the  Emprsfs  of  Asia  to- 
gether with  the  membA*  of  the  party 
which  came  West  with  Sir  Thomas 
Sliaughncssy. 

"This  great  Western  land  of  ours  will 
not  come  Into  Its  own,  nor  will  the  en- 
tire country  enjoy  that  ntlTn^ure  of  pros- 
Pfrlty  which  It  Is  entitled  to  enjoy,  un- 
til farming  assumes  a  more  diversified 
form  than  it  has  at  present.  Canada 
has  specialized  In  grain,  and  in  that  re- 
gard she  has  shown  the  world  what  she 
ca^  do  In  the  way  of  production — this 
present  year  she  will  show  It  again — 
but  that  does  not  satisfy  me.  What  wo 
want  here,  and  must  have  in  order  to 
give  things  a  more  equal  balance  and 
a  rarore  Bt»ble  foundation  is  a  diversi- 
ttoatlon  of  farming.  Instead  of  concen- 
trating our  energies  I'rora  one  end  of  the 
country  to  the  other  upon  the  production 
of  grain  purely  and  simply,  I  want  to 
sett  time  and  attention  devoted  to  tha 
raising  of  cattle,  to  the  breeding  of 
horses,  the  ctfltivmtlon  or  mixed  products 
in  genet-al.  I  believe  that  In  the  long

LONDON,  Sept.  10.— "The  Am.erlcan 
currency  bill,"'  says  The  Times  this 
morning,  "Is  an  attempt  to  reform  the 
banking  and  currency  system,  which  the 
committee  defscribes  as  responsible  for 
the  (Inancial  panics  of  the  last  fifty 
years.  It  is  not  a  little  singular  that 
the  United  State.i,  a  n.itlon  pre-emi- 
nently of  buslnpp.s  men,  should  have  been 
markedly  unhappy  In  Its  political  treat- 
ment   of    Viuslncss    questions. 

"After  whole  decades  of  experiment 
and  discussions,  Americans,  still  finding 
thfmaelves  saddled  with  the  most 
cramping,  antiquated  and  Inadequate 
bankitig  system  on  earth,  are  still  dis- 
tracted by  the  difficulties  of  providing  a 
stable  financial  basis  for  their  traders 
and  are  still  almost  as  far  as  ever  from 
estahllKhlng  fixed  and  reasonable  rela- 
tions between  the  constitution  and  the 
public  Interests  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
requirements  and  developments  of  mod- 
erti  commerce  on  the  other."

LONDON,  Sept.  10.— Sir  Oliver  Lodge 
has  given  timely  expression  to  his  vtews 
on  the  ultimate  unity  of  faith  and  sci- 
ence in  this  week's  Christian  Common- 
wealth.

WINNIPEG,  Man.,  Sept  10. — That 
the  crop  of  191.^  will  total  SOO.000.000 
l^ualvels  wa»  th«-aiatamaat-  marts  --by.,-. 
Mr.  Andrew  Kelly,  retiring  presldant. 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grain  Ex- 
change today.  In  the  course  of  his  ad- 
dress   Mr.    Kelly    said: 

"If  the  farmers  could  be  educated  to 
provide  storage  for  50  per  cent  of  the 
grain  they  produce,  it  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  Western  Provinces.  We 
have  Just  about  finished  harvesting  the 
crop  of  191S,  which  Is  conceded  to  be  a 
record  one,  so  far  aa  quantity  and 
cjuallty  Is  concerned.  I  expect  our 
wheat  crop  will  run  well  over  200,000,» 
000  bushels.  Oats  about  the  same  as 
last  year,  and  barley  about  35,000,00|> 
bushels,  and  flax  about  15,000,000 
bushels. 

"Based  on  the  present  prices,  the 
crop  should  net  the  farme;;-s  1170,000.- 
000,  a  wonderful  showing,  considering 
that  only  12  per  cent  of  our  land  is 
under  cultivation." 

wm  Aid  Tmxmmta 

Mr.  Kelly  pointed  out  that  up  till 
now  mixing  of  th6  grain  would  not 
be  allowed,  and  the  lack  of  a  sampling 
market  caused  the  spread  between  the 
highest  and  the  lowest  grades  of  wheat. 
How^iver,  he  said,  the  Government  wag 
considering  the  establishing  of  a  sam- 
ple market  and  allowing  mixing  under 
certain  conditions.  This  would  bs  a 
great  benefit  to  the  farmers. 

Ml.  Kelly  referred  to  the  terminal 
elevators  being  provldftd  by  the  Qov- 
ernmont,  and  stated  that  the  OoTem- 
ment  should  go  a  step  further  and  In- 
troduce some  system  Whereby  they 
could  educate  the  farmers  to  provids 
storage  facllltlea  for  at  least  60  per 
cent  of  their  crop.  This  would  enable 
them  to  hold  part  of  their  crop  on  the 
farms,  and  not  rush  it  upon  the  market 
in  the  short  space  of  two  or  tliree 
months,  causing  railway  and  elevator 
blockades,  to  say  nothing  of  depressing 
prices.  If  they  would  distribute  the 
crop  over  a  larger  period  the  average 
price   would   be  considerably  higher.

"In  physiology,  conflict  ranges  around 
vitalism,"  he  said.  "In  chemistry  the 
debate  concerns  atomio.^8tructure.  in  bi- 
ology the  dispute  is  on  the  laws  of 
inheritance.  In  economic  and  political 
science,  or  sociology,  what  is  there  not 
under  discussion?  In  the  vast  group  of 
mathematical  and  physical  science, 
presence-day  criticism  concerns  what. 
If  I  had  to  sxprcss  It  In  one  word  I 
should  call   continuity. 

An  Age  of  Qnestlonlng  , 

"Philosophers  have  begun  to  fjues- 
tion  some  of  thn  larger  generalizations 
of  science.  Not  philosophers  only,  but 
sclenttnc  men  al.so;  and  ancient,  pos- 
tulaten  are  being  pulled  up  by  the  roots. 

"In  most  parts  of  physics,  simplicity 
has  sooner  or  later  to  give  place  to 
complexity;  though  certainly  I  urge 
that  the  simple  laws  were  true.  The 
law  is  not  really  destroyed,  but  is  mod- 
ified through  the  action  of  a  known  ad- 
ditional cause.  Hence  It  Is  In  the  direc- 
tion of  progress. 

"If  we  had  to  Fummarlze  the  main 
trend  of  physical  controversy  I  should 
feel  inclined  to  urge  that  it  largely 
turns  on  the  question  as  to  which  way 
ultimate  victory  lies  In  the  flght  be- 
tween   continuity    and    distlnuity." 

Sir  Oliver  then  discussed  the  atomic 
theory  at  length,  which  he  said  "mlpht 
be  explained  as  an  invasion  of  matter 
•Into  the  unsuspected  regions,"  and 
also  the  controversial  topic  of  the  prin- 
ciple   of    relativity. 

"If  that  principle  establishes  Itself." 
he  said,  "It  would  seem  as  though  even 
timo  would  become  discontinuous  and 
be  supplied  in  atoms,  as  nioney  is  doled 
out  In  pence  or  centimes,  instead  of 
continuously.  In  which  case,  our  cus- 
tomary existence  will  turn  out  to  be 
more  really  continuous  than  the  events 
on  a  cinematograph  screen — while  that 
great  agent  of  continuity,  the  etlier  of 
space,  win  he  relegated  to  the  museum 
of    historical    curiosity." 

Sir  Oliver  then  discussed  at  length 
the  difnculttes  tlint  lie  In  oxperlments 
on    the    ether,    and    the    results    to    date. 

"The  ether  of  space,"  he  said,  "is 
nt  leant  the  great  engine  of  continuity. 
It  may  be  much  more,  for  without  It 
there  could  hardly  be  a  material  uni- 
verse   at   all.

Attacl<!ng  tlie  .yehool  of  arbitrary' 
scientists  who  attempt  to  account  for 
all  things  by  precise  «jc;entlflc  laws,  ho

"But  If  wc  have  learned  from  science 
that  evolution  is  real  we  have  learned 
a  great  deal.  That  evolution's  pro- 
eresa  Is  real  is  a  doctrine  of  profound 
significance,  and  our  efforts  at  social 
betlfrrtnont  are  Justified  because  we  aro 
a  part  of  the  silieme,  a  part  that  has 
Ijecomo  conscious,  a  part  that  realizes, 
dimly  at  any  rate,  what  it  Is  doing,  and 
what   It    is   aiming   at 

"Klther  we  are  Immortal  beings  or 
we  are  not.  We  may  not  know  our 
d",'?tiny,  liut  we  must  have  a  destiny  of 
some  8ort._  Those  whu  make  denials  are 
just  ns(nikely  to  be  wrong  as  tho.ie 
who  make  assertions;  In  fact  denials 
arc  assrtlons  thrown  Into  ncKntlve 
form.  Science  may  nut  be  ntile  to  reveal 
human  destiny,  but  it  certainly  should 
not  obscure  It.  Things  are  as  they  are, 
whether  we  find  them  out  or  not,  and 
If  we  make  rash  and  false  statements, 
posterity  will  ilrtect  us — If  posterity 
ever  troubles  Its  head  about  us.  I  nm- 
one  of  those  who  think  that  the  meth- 
ods of  scleni-e  n re  not  limited  In  their 
scope  fts  hati  been  thought — that  the 
psychle  region  can  be  studied  and 
brought  under  law  too.  Allow  us  any- 
how to  make  that  law.

The 
pursuance  of  the  present  sy.rtem  simply 
means  that  much  of  the  money  that 
comes  into  the  country  for  our  grain 
product  goes  out  again  for  other  things 
that  wo  do  not  produce,  although  they 
are  essentially  cognate  to  farming.  That 
Ifl  a  consideration  that  Is  rarely  thought 
of,  and  I  would  not  be  surprised  to 
Iwirn  that  the  peculiar  condltloUH  of  this 
yo\ang  country  are  conducive  to  It.  How- 
ever, 1  must  say  that  1  regard  it  as 
bad. 

"It  may  be  argued,  of  course,  that 
ml.xod  farming  would  entail  more  work 
upon  thf  farmer.  Perhaps  It  would,  but 
I  doubt  it.  One  thing  It  would  do  would 
be  to  sv'iread  his  efforts  over  the  whole 
year  Instead  ot  concentrating  them 
upon  a  tJortion  of  It,  as  at  i)re.sent.  As 
tilings  are  a  poor  grain  year  moans  a 
bad  year  for  Canada.  Now  while  that 
may  continue  to  be  so  under  different 
conditions,  I  think  the  bad  year  might 
be  alleviated  by  the  good  returns  In 
forms  of  agriculture.  For  Instance,  cat- 
tle, horses,  hogs,  and  other  lines  might 
be  taken  up  with  great  advantage.  The 
market  for  them  Is  already  here,  so 
that  there  would  be  no  risk  of  loss.  The

all  and  every  person  and Tiereons  what- 
-aoever  shall  on  every  Lord's  Day  apply 
themselves    thereon    to    the    observation 
of   the    same,    by    exercising    them.selvcB 
thereon  to  the  observation  of  the  same, 
by  exorcising  themselves  thereon  In  the 
duties   of   piety    and   true  religion,   pub- 
licly and  privately;  and  that  no   trades- 
man,  artlflcor,   workman  or  other  labor- 
er, or  other  person  whatsoever  shall  do 
or  exercise  any   worldly   labor,   business 
or  work  of  their  ordinary  callings  upon 
the    Lord's    Day,    or    any    part    therefor 
(works    of    necessity    and    charity    only 
excepted);  and  that  every  person  being 
of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  or  upwards 
offending      in      the      premises    shall    for 
every    such   offence   forfeit   the    sum   ot 
five    shillings;    and    that    no   person      or 
persons    whatsoever   shall    publicly    cry. 
show^    forth,    or   expose      for     sale     any 
wares,  merchandises,  fruit,  herbs,   goods 
or  chattels  whatsoever  upon   the   Lord'H 
Day,     or     any   part-  thereof,   upon  pain 
that  every  person  so  oitendlhg  shall  for- 
feit the  same  goods  so  cried  or  showed 
forth   or   exposed   to  sale." 

Mr.  Illgglns  stated  that  Governor 
Douglas'  proclamation  brought  into 
force  in  British  Columbia  the  KngUsh 
laws  as  existing  on  November  19,  1858 
In  the  year  1863.  In  1865  the  colonies 
v,-orc  m.^de  one,  and  In  1877  "Vancouver 
Island  as  well  as  the  Mainland  were 
included  In  the  scope  of  Its  regulations. 
T'ntll  18S8  It  applied,  but  then  the  Leg- 
islature   exempted    the    Island. 

Here  the  court  observed  that  the 
point  counsel  had  to  meet  was  the 
power  of  the  Legislature  to  take  such 
action. 

The  I'nrllanient  of  Canada.  Mr.  Hlg- 
glns  replied,  Imving  ab.soliite  jurisdic- 
tion, said  In  the  Lord's  Day  Act  that  It 
should  not  Huper.sede  any  Provincial 
legl.slatlon. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  fiie  clilef  Juslicf- 
that  the  act  was  a  complete  code  re- 
gnrdlng  a  matter  which  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil had  declared  to  be  within  the  sole 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Dominion.  In  1887 
tlio  civil  and  criminal  law  of  England, 
existing  on  November  19.  18KS.  had  been 
Ijroughl  Into  force,  and  had  remained 
so  iinlPBs  Interfered  with  by  competent 
legislation.  In  1S88  the  Leglsle.ture 
had  no  authority  to  interfere  with  or 
modify  the  old  act  of  1807,  and  both  the 
Island  anrl  Mainland  were  covered  by 
tlie  Hiiiiday  law  In  force  prior  to  Con- 
federation.

that  after  navigation  had  closed  on   the 
St.    Lawrence   and    the   grain   had    to    go 
to    the    far    easterly    point    of    St.    John 
and    elsewhere    for    shipment    at    an    in- 
creased  cost,    it    was    more    than    likely 
that  the  rat©  via   the  Pacific  coast  and 
the    Panama    Cana;    'would    be    less,      in 
which  event  he  predicted   that  much    of 
the  late   harvest  would   come   this    way. 
This    year,    however,    the   crop    is    being 
bandied    two   weeks   ahead   of  last   year.

In 
Winnipeg,  which  Is  the  centre  of  one  of 
the  greatest  agricultural  areas  In  the 
world,  we  have  to  send  across  the  line 
to  America  In  order  to  obtain  cream. 
Can  you  imagine  anything  more  ridicu- 
lous than  Ihaf  Out  tier©  in  Britlsji  Co- 
lumbia you  send  to  Australia  and  Xew 
Zealand  for  fnilt.'^  and  other  thlng.s  that 
couid  not  be  grown  to  better  advantage 
anywhere  in  the  world  than  In  your  own 
I'rovlncc.  These  are  simple  Instances. 
Tho  country  Is  full  of  these  anomalies 
from  end  to  end,  and  I  think  It  Is  re- 
grettaM*-  that  It  shoulcl  be  allowed  to 
continue.  I  do  not  think  It  will  con- 
tinue long,  and  Indeed  I  hope  It  will 
be  discontinued  very  soon,  for  it  Is  a 
contUlion  of  things,  which,  while  laui'h- 
able  In  a  sense,  is  fraught  with  very 
evil   results.

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  what

(b)  the  number  of  men  employed  at 
the  works  through  the  agency  of  the 
corporation  labor  bureau,  at  the  Tales 
Street  office;  (c)  the  number  of  men 
who  have  applied  for  work  at  the 
Yates  Street  office;  (d)  the  number  of 
men  who  have  been  employed  through 
nny  other  agency." 

Alilerman  Cuthbert's  notice  follows 
complnlnt.'f  by  workingmnn  In  the  city, 
who  allege  that  aliens  have  been  em- 
ployed on  the  Sooke  work,  to  the  ex- 
rlu.sion  of  residents  of  the  city  and 
P.rltlah  Bubjocts,  and  these  complaints 
furtlicr  nllegn  that  many  of  ttn>  .'Ulen.i 
rngn/'il  on  the  work  have  been  secured 
through  a  .lohnson  Street  employment 
MKcncy,  to  which  each  man  so  employed 
was  forced  to  pay  a  fee  for  being 
given    the    Job. 

The  civio  employment  bureau  was 
instituted  last  Fall,  but  not  brought 
Into  operation  until  early  this  year,  and 
was  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
city  engineer,  with  an  office  at  the 
Yates  .Street  yard.  The  basis  on  which 
men  required  for  city  work  were  to  be 
engaged  was  set  forth,  preference  to  be 
given  to  married  men,  ratepayers  of  the 
city  and  British  subjects,  and  then  to 
single  men.  also  residents  of  the  city 
and  British  subjects.  These  require- 
ments. It  Is  claimed,  have  not  been 
lived  up  to  so  far  as  employment  of 
men  for  the  Sooke  I>ake  work  is  con- 
cerned. 

The  pay  sheets  for  work  done  there 
show  that  a  number  of  foreigners  have 
t>een  employed  on  grading  work,  but 
this  work  has  been  completed,  s.nd  the 
foreigners  have  been,  or  will  be.  Im- 
mediately discharged,  ae  their  aervtces 
are   no   longer   required.

A    NATIONAI.    POBT 


The  statement  of  Mr.  Robert  RogT.«, 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  that  Victoria 
is  to  be  made  a  national  port  is  deeply 
Interesting,  for  it  Implies  very  much 
more  than  the  hulldjng  of-a  drydock 
and  piers.  On  this  point  more  later, 
and  before  proceeding  to  consider  some 
aspects  of  the  case,  wc  n>ay  make  a 
passing  reference  tc»  the  first  occasion 
when,  so  far  as  we'  remfember,  this  term 
•was  appUfed  to  Victoria.  Some  years 
have  passed,  we  are  not  quite  sure  how 
many,  since  the  Tranapoctstion  Commla- 
e^on,  prcatdftd  vimt  1»y  Mr.  Retordo,  of 
Monlreairvrslted  this  city:  *Kis  Com. 
mission  was  appointed  by   the   Uiurier

tional  port  slibuld  be  eitablished.  The 
Colonist  very  frequently  referred  to  this 
report,  and  strongly  urged  our  repre- 
sentative In  that  Ministry  to  see  that  it 
was  acted  upon.  We  mention  this  not 
in  a  spirit  of  criticism,  biit  for  the  pur- 
pose of  emphasizing  Mr.  Rogers'  posi- 
tion by  showing  that  it  is  in  line  with 
that  taken  by  the  Transportation  Gom- 
misslon,  which  was  composed  of  inde- 
pendent business  men. 


Since  the  Transportation  Commission 
made  Its  report,  many  tilings  have  hap- 
pened. Tlie  Panama  Canal  has  been 
brought  to  the  verge  of  completion. 
ProvL-sion  has  been  made  for  the  com- 
plete opening  of  Vancouver  Island  by 
two  railway  .systems.  The  Canadian 
Northern  will  have  its  own  connection 
with  Vancouver  I.iland,  and  sc  will  ih° 
Great  >rorthern,  in  association  with  its 
line  from  the  i:.ower  Interior  Mainland. 
The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  will  have  con- 
nection with  the'  Island  by  way  of  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern.  The  Canadian 
Pacific's  interests  on  tin  Island  have 
enormously  ;  increased,  and  it  is  now 
sending  its  car  ferries  direct  to  Esqui- 
»>*lt.  If  the  case  for  a  national  port 
was  strong  seven  or  eight  years  ago,  it 
Is    far   stronger   now. 


One  of  the  considoralions  which  the 
Transportation  Commission  took  into  ac- 
count was  the  probable  construction  of 
the  all-rail  connection  by  way  of  Sey- 
mour >«arrows.  This  point  has  also 
been  urged  for  the  consideration  of  Mr. 
Rogers,  and  he  has  promised  a  full  in- 
vestigation at  an  early  day,  in  this  re- 
spect implementing  the  promise  of  Mr. 
Borden  made  last  Summer.  We  do  not 
-think  it  would  be  fair  to  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works  to  suggest  that  he  has 
been  influenced  in  his  decision  in  regard 
to  Victoria  as  a  national  port  by  any- 
thing that  has  been  urged  upon  his  at- 
tention In  respect  to  the  bridge,  Tiiat 
great  undertaking,  which  we  believe 
will  bo  realized  in  the  near  future,  will, 
however,  establLsh  the  wisdom  of  the 
policy  to  which  he  ha.?  committed  him- 
self and  the  Government  of  whlcli  lie 
is  a  member.  Great  harbor  facilities 
here,  coupl-sd  with  the  development  of 
the  Island,  and  the  demand  by  the 
Prairie  Provinces  for  our  lumber,  will 
bring  about  the  conditions  which  t^lr 
Sanford  Fleming  had  In  mind  when  he 
wrote  that  "the  exigencies  of  the  future 
may  render  a  contlnuou.s  line  of  railway 
to  the  outer  shore  of  Vancouver  Island 
Indispensable    at    whntever    cost." 


One  featura  of  the  great  works  lo  be 
undertaken  here  that  will  mean  an  in- 
calculable advantage  to  this  city,  ;s  the 
great  modern  drydock,  to  bo  t«v<en  in 
hand  without  delay.  This  is  a  matter 
that  has  a  value  ((Ulte  ilistliict  from  aii.\- 
that  may  be  derived  iiy  the  city  from 
shipping  facilltlef.  a  modern  drydock 
will  mean  the  ctablLxiuiunt  in  its  im- 
mediate vicinity  ot  repair  ."hops  of  the 
hifrheat  class.  This  ia  not  to  suggest 
that  our  ejclstins;  shops  are  not  of  high 
class,  but  only  that  they  are  naturally 
not  in  Keeping  with  what  will  b?  one 
of  the  greatest  docks  in  the  world. 
Given  such  shops,  and  shipbuilding  on 
an  enlarged  scale  win  follow  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course,  and  this  win  mean  a 
greit,  Eteady  adf^ltlon  to  the  payroll  of 
Orvater  Victoria.  We  look  upon  the 
bulldinf  of  the  drydock  as  of  prim«  Im- 
portance. The  Other  undertakings. 
valuable  though  they  are.  might  have 
ba^n  inatigutmted  at  a  later  day.  and 
tteWr-  ,b<«ii«fit»  would  only  have  been 
Hiiuy*^X  ***'*  ^*  drydock  will  forever 
eaiitillBh  'Victoria's  position  among  the 
pvttM  of  tlie  Pacific  Cbait.

The  propoaai  that  the  Provincial 
I^eglslature  shall  enact  laws  to  prevent 
certain  aliens  from  becoming  owners  of 
land  in  this  Province  is  being  taken  up 
by  several  -organizations.  Without  dis- 
cussing the  merits  of  such  legislation, 
We  may  point  out  that  there  is  a  very 
great  deal  of  doubt  as  lo  the  power  of 
the  Provincial  Xjeglslaiure  to  deal  with 
such  a  question.  Wo  assume  that  the 
proposal  had  its  origin  In  the  fact  that 
the  California  I.,eglslatiire  had  dealt  with 
the  subject  and  that  the  Federal  au- 
thorities were  powerless  lo  interfere; 
but  the  status  of  the  two  countries  is 
not  the  same.  California  is  a  sovereign 
.state,  exercising  siicli  powers  as  liave 
not  been  delegated  to  the  L'nlted  Slates. 
British  Columbia  Is,  a  Province  exer- 
cising only  such  legislative  authority  a.s 
has  been  given  to  it  by  the  British 
North  America  Act.  It  is  obvious  that 
there  may  be  many  things,  which  the 
State  of  California  may  do,  which  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia' may  not 
do.  For  example,  California  may  make 
its  own  criminal  code;  British  Columbia 
cannot.

Judicial  interpretation  as  they  may  ap- 
ply to  the  right  of  aliens  to'ho'ld  land. 
We  point  out  these  considerations  in 
order  to  prevejjt  the  development  of  the 
idea  that  It  Is  only  necessary  for  the 
Province  to  pass  a  law  similar  in  effect 
to  that  enacted  in  California,  to  prevent 
the  purchase  of  land  In  British  Colum- 
bia. There  is  another  point  that  must 
be  kept  in  mind.  The  United  States 
Government  has  no  power  of  disallow- 
ance to  state  Acts,  no  matter  how  much 
they  may  be  antagonistic  to  the  general 
policy  of  the  nation.  The  power  of 
disallowance  Is  vested  in  the  Dominion 
Government,  and  might  be  ejoerclsed 
in  case  Provincial  statutes  we^e  passed 
which  conflicted  either  with  Vthe  general 
policy  of  Canada  or  with  that  of  the 
British    Government. 

The  organizations  that  have  passed 
resolutions  asking  for  Provincial  legis- 
lation of  the  kind  mentioned  have  dis- 
regarded  the  constitutional  question  In- 
volved. It  may  be  aaid  that  the  Legis- 
lature can  pass  any ^  law  and  leave  it 
for  the  Federal  authorities  to  say  If  it 
shall  remain  on  the  Statute  Books, 
which  is  true  enough;  but  failure  of 
the  Government  to  disallow  a  Provincial 
Act  would  not  determine  the  question 
of  Its  constitutionality,  for  that  is  a 
matter  within  the  powers  of  the  courts 
only.  If  the  Government  shall  decide 
to  act  upon  the  representations  made, 
the  ultimate  decision  as  to  the  validity 
of  its  leglaJation  will  nOt  be  determined 
at  Ottawa,  but  by  the  Judicial  Commit- 
tee  of   the   Privy   Council.

The  lots  will  not  be 
offered  for  sale  in  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try; but  theyi  /ind  purchasers  elsewhere 
among  people  who  cannot  for  a  moment 
believe  that  anyone  would  be  ao  dis- 
honest as  to  sell  something  that  i.i 
absolutely    worthless. 

Our  reference  to  thi.s  nuittor  Is  not 
Inlenderl  ns  a  warning  against  thlw 
luirtlculdi  orrering.  coni.trnlng  which  we 
shall  at  present  .say  nothing  more,  but 
t(.  point  out  the  nece.sBlty  of  some  legl.s- 
Inllon  or  Government  supervision  that 
will  make  the  perpetration  of  such 
frauds.  If  not  impossible,  at  least  at- 
tended with  such  risk  that  few  persons 
wlli  care  to  face'  it.  We  recognize  the 
fllfflculty  of  prescribing  general  rules, 
and  the  chance  of  error  on  the  part  of 
otilclals.  whereby  perfectly  legitimate 
propositions  may  be  defeated,  but  there 
ought  to  he  some  Just  medium  course, 
which  while  not  Interfering  with  legiti- 
mate enterprise,  wilt  prevent  the  pub- 
lic from  being  fleeced  by  consclenceleas 
sharpers.  We  know  that  in  saying  this 
we  will  have  the  very  hearty  approval 
of  ne»rly  every  real  esut*  broker  in  the 
Province,  the  great  majority  of  whom 
feel  keenly  the  discredit  cast  upon  their 
tMisiness    by    men,    who    have    no    other 


thought    than    how    to    get    a    dollar    by 
hcok   or  by   crook. 

The  poasibtlity  of  mistakes  being 
made  by  officials  hae  been  atwve  men- 
tioned. What  we  have  in  mind  on  this 
point  is  that  through  a  preponderance 
of  caution,  an  official  might  not  sanction 
a  subdivision  of  a  new  townaite.  Wo 
have  in  mind  a  certain  townslte  which 
was  placed  upon  the  market  fully  fifteen 
years  ago.  The  chances  are  that  any 
oflleial  of  the  Crown  Uand  Department 
would  at  that  time  have  declined  to 
K:ve  official  sanction  to  the  subdivision. 
Though  the  town  yet  remains  to  be  built, 
thi  lots  are  wortli  several  times  what 
they  were  originally  sold  for,  because 
the  people  who  placed  them  on  the  mar- 
ket saw  a  llitle  ahead  of  their  time. 
Wc  know  of  many  places  where  there  is 
ni  t  now  even  .so  mljcl)  as  a  single  house, 
I'Ut  where,  if  a  man  were  willing  to 
discount  the  future  a  little,  ho  might  by 
Investing  a  small  sum  stand  a  very  ex- 
cellent. We  may  say  an  almost  certain, 
chance,  of  a  substantial  profit.  For 
cases  like  this  there  might  be  some  diffi- 
culty in  providing  by  statutory  provls- 
Icns  to  be  enforced  by  some  official.  We 
see  no  reason  whjjr.4;|«ople  should  not  be 
permitted  tO-l^")^n  their  own  Judg- 
ment, provided'  they  are  ^|il:,'j|l|J|  actual

grreit  experience  In  financial  matters  and 
In  the  progress  of  the  West.  When  wa 
say  that  he  is  one  of  the  best  possible 
authorities  on  the  subjects  which  he 
discussed,  we  are  sure  that  the  state- 
ment will  be  endorsed  by  all  competent 
judges.  The  tone  of  his  remarks  may 
be  described  as  one  of  intelligent  op- 
timism. He  looks  forward  to  a  renewed 
influx  of  money  into  Canada.  Sir  Ed- 
mund Osier's  brief  observations  were  to 
the  same  effect.  We  are  fortunate  In 
being  able  to  present  in  confirmation  of 
the  views  "expressed  by  these  eminent 
Canadian  fliianoiers  some  remarks  by 
Sir  William  Mackenzie  to  The  Toronto 
Globe  on  his  return  from  England,  where 
he  has  Just  placed  $13,000,000  of  Cana- 
dlan  Xorthern  securities  on  very  satis- 
factory terms.  "As  to  conditions  In  I..on- 
don,"  said  Sir  William,  "there  was  a 
considerable  change  in  the  world-wide 
view  of  things  while  I  was  there.  I  was 
advised  that  the  general  situation  ren- 
dered it  unwise  to  test  the  market  with 
any  large  loan,  especially  during  the 
holiday  seasori,  but  the  response  to 
both  Issues  of  cl^iadlan  Xorthern  securi- 
ties was  verj'  satisfactory.  The  ji-.o- 
ceeds  will  be  used  for  Western  construc- 
tion. The  best  opinion  among  London 
tlnanclers  now  inclines  to  the  view  toat 
the  financial  crisis  which  was  feared 
might  arise  this  Autumn  will  be  avoided, 
end  that  in  fact  there  may  ensue  a  pe- 
riod of  comparatively  easy  monetary 
conditions."  He  added  that  London's 
appreciation  of  Canadian  offerings, 
whether  government,  municipal  or  cor* 
poratlon,  Is  as  keen  as  ever.  He  said 
e if o  that  "the  tendency  will  be  to  in- 
crea.«e  the  investn.ent  of  private  funds 
here." 

Sir  William  Whytc  spoke  of  the  great 
promise  of  tho  grain  crop,  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Mackenzie  expressed  to  his  To- 
ronto interviewer  the  liveliest  satisfac- 
tion at  the  news  he  had  received  from 
the   Prairies. 

In  view  of  the  great  public  work.?  in 
hand  and  to  be  undertaken  here  and  the 
great  amount  of  private  expenditure  in 
."ilght,  it  Is  impos?lble  not  to  feel  as- 
sured that  th©  people  of  Victoria  and 
vicinity  may  look  forward  to  a  period 
of  renewed  activity.

It  Is  getting  on  for  a  year  sine*  Pres- 
ident Wilson  was  elected  to  offlce  in 
the  I'nited  States,  hut  as  yet  nothing 
offlclal  has  been  heard  of  his  attitude 
on  the  question  of  the  Panama  Canal 
tolls.  Xo  definite  agreement  has  tieen 
arrived  at,  whereby  the  vexed  riuestion 
win  be  submitted  to  arbitration.  There 
Is  apparently  no  indication  of  any  de- 
sire on  tlie  part  of  the  administration 
in  the  United  States  to  recede  from  the 
position  It  tof.k  up  under"  Mr.  Taft.  By 
the  Panama  ('anal  Act,,' which  wo  now 
understand  Is  part  of  the  l"nlted  States 
statutes,  a  new  Interpretation  has  been 
placed  on  the  lln  y-Pauncefote  Treaty, 
which  clearly  specifles  that  all  nations 
using  the  ranama  Canal  shall  be  treated 
alike  in  the  matter  of  toll.'s.  The 
United  States  has  iaken  the  attitude 
that  the  exemption  of  her  coastwise 
trafflc  Is  not  «  violation  of  the  treaty, 
in  extenuating  this  Interpretation  of 
the  treaty.  It  Is  p -Inted  out  that  the 
Convention  exclude.^  any  question  af- 
fecting "the  Vital  Interests,  the  inde- 
pendence or  the  honor  of  the  two  con-, 
tractlng  States."  If  this  view  of 
treaties  were  carried  to  the  full  extent 
of  Isolated  national  Interpretation, 
there  Is  a  very  strong  case  for  no 
treaty  ever  framed  being  worth  the 
paper  It  is  written  on.  In  any  instance, 
it  only  lieems  fair  that  a  court  of  arbi- 
tration should  decide  upon  the-  inter- 
pretation ftf  such  a  clause,  tt  follows 
that  If  lt<  independence  of  tha  RemiMle 


is  dependent  upon  the  right  to  remit 
tolls  on  American  ships,  that  the  Hay- 
Pauncefote  Treaty  Immediately  becomes 
null  and  void.  The  worda  of  this  treaty 
apeclflcally  state  that  the  canal  shall 
be  free  and  open  to  "all"  nations  ob- 
serving the  rules  "on  terms  of  entire 
equality,"  and  "that  there  shall  be  no 
discrimination  agalnat  any  such  nation 
or  Us  citizens  or  subjects.  In  respect  of 
the  conditions  or  charges  of  traffic  or 
otherwise."  It  takes  a  wild  stretch  ot 
the  Imagination  to  construe  into  these 
words  that  certain  classes  of  American 
shipping  may  be  exempted  by  American 
law  from  the  dues  to  which  nun-.\m- 
erican  shipping  Is  to  remain  subject. 
Such  an  attitude  is  clearly  a  dlscrlni- 
inatiofi  against  non-American  shiiiplng. 
By  the  terms  of  the  Clayton-Bulwer 
Treaty,  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  severally  bound  tliemselves  not 
to  acquire  exclusive  control  over  the 
projected  canal.  They  agreed  to  see 
tlint  It  should  bo  open  to  the  aubjecta 
and  citizens  of  both  countries  on  equal 
terms.  The  Hay-Pauncefote  Treaty, 
brought  about  ai  the  request  of  the 
United  States,  released  that  country 
from  the  obligation  not  to  acquire  ex- 
clusive control,  but  only'  on  the  aon- 
dltions  that  the  United  States  should 
remain  bound  by  the  obligation  to  leave 
the  canal  open  to  all  nations  upon

cluding the  United  states.  If  it  does 
not,  then  on  the  same  plane  of  argu- 
ment as  Mr.  Taft  adopted,  it  is  fair  to 
assume  that  the  clause  relating  to  all 
nations,  means  all  nations,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  an  interpretation  which  Great 
Britain  would  be  the  last  to  place  upon 
a  treaty  of  that  character  drawn  up  in 
such  specific  terms. 

It  would  be  timely  If  President  Wil- 
son would  express,  in  a  definite  way, 
the  attitude  of  his  administration  upon 
a  questiop.  fraught  with  so  much  inter- 
national perplexity.  In  the  eyes  of  the 
world  he  has  only  two  self-respecting 
courses  open.  One  is  to  rescind  the 
Panama  Canal  Act,  and  the  other  is  to 
submit  to  an  international  tribunal  the 
interpretation  that  the  United  States  has 
placed  iipon  the  Hay-Pauncefote  Treaty. 
The  latter  course  is  the  one  suggested 
by  Great  Britain.  It  is  no  argument  to 
advance,  as  Mr.  Taft  apparently  did, 
that  no  Impartial  tribunal  could  be 
found  to  which  the  United  States  could 
submit  her  claims.  If  that  contention 
were  right,  then  the  principle  of  arbi- 
tration Is  conceived  along  entirely 
wrong  lines,  and  the  prospects  of  in- 
ternational peace  are  further  away 
than  they  ever  were.  Great  Britain  has 
announced  her  determlnatlcn  to  abide 
loyally  by  the  results  of  arbitration  on 
the  liiterpretation  of  the  Hay-Paunce- 
fote Treaty.  If  the  United  States  is 
not  prepared  to  do  the  same  thing,  but, 
on  the  other  hand.  Is  determined  that 
national  law  shall  over-ride  Internf- 
tlonal  obligations,  then  she  will  go  a 
long  way  towards  forfeiting  hei  rirrht 
to  terms  or  equality  among  the  treaty- 
making   nations.

They  thought  that  they 
were  entitled  to  this,  and  the  time  was 
now  ripe  for  them  to  join  hands  to  ob- 
tain these  privileges.  But  they  must 
take  action  In  a  broad  spirit.  They 
had  no  stones  to  throw.  They  wanted 
simply  to  ask  that  they  might  enjoy 
their  rights  as  Catholics.  To  throw 
stones  or  make  aspersions  was  not  their 
spirit.  They  wished  to  come  together 
In  the  spirit  of  loving  forbearance  to 
show  that  they  were  fo'ilowing  in  the 
footsteps  of  their  Divine  Master.  Let 
it  not  be  thought  for  on©  moment  that 
their  ambition  was  to  obtain  something 
pretty,  such  as  costly  vestment  ov 
lighted  candles.  They  wanted  to  obtain 
the  spirit  that  lay  beneath  those  out- 
ward forms,  the  depths  of  which  they 
could   not   fathom. 

AgYsement  With  Canons 
They  were  taking  this  step,  went  o;i 
the .  chairman,  in  agreement  with  ttie 
canon.^  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  they 
Intended  to  work  In  obedience  under 
tlielr  bishop.  A  committee  had  been 
at  work  with  a  view  to  making  pre- 
liminary arrangements, .  ar.d  they  were 
now  In  a  position  to  place  before  them 
a  concrete  proposition.  Vast  advances 
had  been  mad^,  and  it  only  remained 
to  see  whether  they  had  sufficient  num- 
bers to  support  a  priest  and  to  see  to 
the  upkeeplng  of  the  services  and  the 
expenses  thereof.  It  was  not  a  question 
of  building  a  church  or  bu>ing  land.' 
They  had  thought  a  great  deal  as  to 
whether  it  was  advisable  to  affiliate 
with  the  English  Church  Union,  and 
they  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to  take 
such  a  step.  This  could  not  be  done, 
however,  unless  they  were  associated 
with  a  parish  and  undfer  a  rector  who 
waa   himself  a  member  of   the  union. 

Outlining  some  of  the  plans  of  the 
new  organization,  the  chairman  said 
they  wanted  what  was  defined  as  def- 
nlte  Catholic  teaching.  It  was  time  a 
standard  was  set  up  which  would  per- 
mit of  no  equivocation,  and  to  uphold 
the  three  great  creeds  and  bring  young 
and    old   into    the   Catliollc    fold. 

At  the  close  of  his  address  ^rr. 
Walker  was  formally  elected  chairman 
for  the  evenln;?,  and  Mr.  Hampton 
secretary. 

Mr.  r.  F.  Fatt  asked  whether  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  had  knowledge  of 
thi.-?  meeting,  and  would  they  get  suffi- 
cient apprrthatlon  from  him  to  go  for- 
ward. He  thought  It  would  be  a  great 
pity  to  start  such  a  movement  and  then 
have   it    irizzlo   out. 

In  reply,'  the  chairman  stated  that 
the  nature  of  their  negotiations  so  far 
did  not  necessitate  an  appeal  to  the 
bishop,  for  they  d'd  not  wi."<li  to  plnce 
in.«<  Lordship  in  an  awkward  position, 
TTipre  need  be  no  apprehension  in  their 
inlnds.  for  he  believed  that  the  move- 
ment would  be  brought  about  \iltlmatcly 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  bishop. 
They  wanted  to  know,  howpver.  that 
thpy  had  sufficient  numbers  to  be  able 
to  go  and  say,  "Give  us  bread,"  and 
they    could    not    be    refused. 

Resolutions 

The  following  reso-lutlons  were 
passed : 

That,  in  the  opinion  or  this  meeting 
of  laity,  it  la  expedient  and  desirable 
that  steps  should  be  taken  towards  se- 
curing our  Just  right,  aa  loyal  membprs 
of  the  church,  to  full  Catholic  worship 
•  nd  teaching  In  conformity  with  the 
historic  and  apoatolli;  character  of  th« 
English  branch  of  the  One  Catholic  and 
ApoBtoUo  Church. 

That,  In  order  to  prevent  any  am- 
biguity or  misunderstanding,  wo  here- 
by declare  that  the  objects  we  desire 
are  (Inter  alia)  (1)  DIssa  Cantata,  with 
Incense,  every  Sunday  as  the  prlncipiil 
service  of  the  day;  (J)  that  persons  in- 
tending to  make  their  Communion  at 
such  service  shall  only  do  so  after  due 
notice  to  the  priest,  as  required  by  the 
Prayer  Book;  (3)  the  use  of  wafer 
bread  and  the  mixed  ehallie;  <4)  six 
lighted  candles  on  the  re-table  and 
dospel  and  F.plstle  lights,  and  the  use 
pf  full  Eucharlatlc  vestments  at  such 
principal  servtec;  (6)  the  provlMon  of 
a  priest  who  teaches  and  praeUoes  con- 
fession i  (•)  Ekwtw»,Td  position  and 
"other  of  the  Bl«  Points  not  already 
covered  l>y  the  terms  of  'this  resolu- 
tion. 

That,  with  a  view  to  CadMtate  the  at- 
tainment of  the  objects  set  forth  in  the 
second  fiiaolutlon,  this  meeting  form 
^1  ^  i»«eir   Mit?   a   society    (with   »oirw    to 


add  to  our  number),  to  be  known  as 
"The  Catholic  Sqclety  of  Church  of 
England    l^ity." 

Tills  waa  amended  to  the  Anglo- 
Calhollc    Society. 

Tliat  the  officers  of  this  society  be 
Appointed  at  the  next  meeting,  and 
that  they  comprise  president  vice- 
president,  secretary-treasurer,  who 
shall,  with  three  other  members  to  be 
fleeted,    form    the    executive    committee. 

Tliat,  with  the  intention  to  include 
all  lay  members  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land who  may  wish  to  co-opcnate  with 
us  by  subscribing  to  the  society's  roll, 
this  meeting  stand  adjourned  till  Tues- 
day next,  SeiJtember  16,  at  8  p.m.,  at 
this  hall,  and  that  every  member  be 
requested  to  make  known  to  fellow 
Catholics,  the  objects  of  this  society,  so 
that  a  full  representation  of  the  Catho- 
lics of  the  city  may  be  realized  by 
next  meeting,  the  time  being  ripe  for 
Immediate,    prompt    action. 

At  the  close,  the  chairman  urged  all 
present  to  attend  the  next  meeting, 
arid  in  the  meanwhile  to  try  to  obtain 
the  total  strength  of  Catholics  In  this 
city,  of  whom  there  were  many.

cavatlng  for  the  dam  at  the  south  end 
of  the  lake,  baullng  cement  and  carry- 
ing through  a  large  amount  of  prelim- 
Inarj-  work.  With  good  weather  condi- 
tions for  the  next  two  months,  the  dam 
work    will    be   w'ell    advanced. 

At  Monday  night's  meeting  of  the 
Council,  Alderman  Cuthbert  urged  his 
proposal  of  the  Immediate  extension  of 
the  Sookc  pipe  line  along  the  Gorge 
Road,  so  that  a  permanent  connection 
with  the  System  of  the  Esquimau  Water 
Works  Company  might  be  made  at 
Parson's  Bridge.  The  city,  the  alder- 
man stated,  now  has  money  on  hand  to 
permit  of  this  connection,  estimated  to 
cost  $250,000,  being  made.  He  pointed 
to  the  fact  that  next  year  the  supply 
being  received  from  the  company  will 
hardly  be  sufficient  for  the  city's  needs, 
and  the  present  temporary  connection 
is  too  precarious  to  depend  upon.  At 
any  time  it  might  be  put  out  of  busi- 
ness through  hccident  or  design.  Al- 
derman Cuthbert  believed  tliat  with  the 
necessary  funds  on  hand,  no  delay  in 
this    work    should    be    permitted. 

Alderman  Gleason  referred  to  a  re- 
cent report  by  Mr.  Rust,  In  which  the 
latter  points  out  that  to  use  the  $250,- 
000  for  the  Parson's  Bridge  connection, 
would  necessitate  ceasing  work  on 
other  portions  of  the  scheme,  work 
which  is-  imperative,  and  which  should 
be  prosecuted  without  delay.  There  are 
plant  and  materials  at  !3ooke  Lake, 
which,  unless  utillzeyi  at  once,  will  be 
lost  because  of  work  being  unfinished 
before  the  advent  of  the  rainy  season. 
Further,  wHen  the  August  accounts  are 
in  there  will  not  be  $l'.50,000  remaining 
available. 

Alderman  Cuthbert's  suggestion  rela- 
tive to  the  Parson's  Bridge  connection 
was  allowed  to  stand  over  until  next 
meeting,  when  further  particulars  will 
be    supplied    by    Mr.    Rust.

Pre-Oooling  Station 

The  first  experimental  pre-coollng  sta- 
tion In  the  Province  was  put  in  this 
year  by  the  Government  at  Summerland. 
and  is  doing  all  that  was  expected  of  It. 
A  carload  of  peaches  sold  from  it  in  the 
Edmonton  market  for  ten  cents  a  box 
higher  than  similar  fruit  that  had  not 
bf  en  pre-cooled,  which  meant  an  increase 
In  return  to  the  grower  of  about  one- 
third  of  a  cent  per  pound.  This  pre- 
coollng  station  has  a  capacity  of  one 
carload,  and  growers  are  warned  that 
to  obtain  the  best  results  from  its  tiee 
it  is  necessary  that  fruit  should  reach 
it  within  twenty-four  hours  uf  b«ing 
picked. 

Mr.  Winslow  expressed  himself  as 
having,  on  this  tour,  been  immensely 
Impressed  by  the  difference  to  be  ob- 
served in  many  districts  on  the  Main- 
land between  fruit  trees  on  soil  which 
has  been  maintained  by  fertilizers  or 
•nanure  and  those  on  soli  deficient  in 
plant  food,  and  gave  It  as  his  opinion 
that  this  fact  points  unmistakably  to 
the  ultimate  fiuoces.«i  of  those  orchards 
on  wliich  cover  crops  are  the  rule,  or 
where  m.anure  is  steadily  and  intelli- 
gently applied.  In  the  demonstration 
orchards  which  the  department  of  horti- 
culture Is  supervising  In  the  Kootenays 
a  series  of  experiments  In  cover  crops 
are  being  conducted  with  clover,  vetches, 
rye,  rape  and  cowhorn  turnips,  which 
are  all  ploughed  In  the  first  thing  In 
llie  Spring.  One  species  of  cover  crop 
will  he  persevered  with  for  some  years 
on  one  orchard,  and  then  the  results 
compared  with  Piat  of  another  crop  on 
another  orchard,  in  order  to  get  at  the 
cumulative  effect  of  this  green  manure. 
Througiiout  West  Kootenay  there  ap- 
pears to  be  an  increasing  realization 
that  m'ost  of  the  soils  there  will  ba%e 
to  be  strengthened  In  some  way.  rlthrr 
by  the  cover  crop  system'  or  otherwise 
and  that  to  obtain  manure,  mixed  farm- 
ing  must  be  more  generally  practiced.

Belenses  Iiumtoer — The  Provincial  Gov- 
enuneiii  hat*  piTfornied  an  act  of  grace 
J^  allowing  the  six  carloads  of  lumber 
and  the  five  swifters  of  logs  seized  from 
the  Excelsior  Lumber  Company  to  be  re- 
leased. It  was  decided  under  the  cir- 
cumstances not  to  enforce  the  letter  of 
the  regulations  and  order  the  confisca- 
tion of  the  seised  property.  The  lumber 
and  timber  were  seized  by  Forest  De- 
partment officials  recently,  when  the 
carloads  of  sawn  shingle  bolts  were 
found  to  be  In  transit  to  the  American 
border,  a  violation  of  the  act  be'.ng  al- 
leged. The  matter  was  fully  argued  out 
b>:>lore  Mr.  Justice  Clement  last  week, 
and  his  lordship  decided  that  the  bolts 
must  be  sawn  Into  shingles  in  the  Prov- 
ince to  comply  with  the  act.  The  com- 
pany had  claimed  the  right  to  export  the 
shingle  bolts  under  the  head  of  "sawn 
lumber."  Having  establlBhed  its  con- 
tention In  the  courts,  the  forest  depart- 
ment decided  not  to  confiscate  the  Ex- 
celsior Lumber  Company's  property,  and 
released  It  on  a  heavy  bond  that  no 
further  attempt  would  be  made  to  export 
sawn  shingle  bolts  as  "sawn  lumber." 

B.  O.  Pish  Sxhiblt — When  the  I>epart- 
ment  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  decided  to 
show,  in  the  Oovernnient  Building  at 
Toronto,  the  different  food  fishes  of 
Canada,  il  was  done  more  or  less  as  an 
experiment.  The  results  have  more 
than  justified  the  outlay  Involved.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  displayed.  In  a  refriger- 
ator, the  different  .•salmon— smoked 
salmon,  kippered  salmon,  boneless  ."sal- 
mon and  flaked  salmon;  mild-cured 
halibut,  smoked  halibut  and  kippered 
halibut:  also  kippers,  bloaters.  Dlgby 
chicks  and  boneless  herring.  In  refer- 
ence to  the  kippered  salmon,  the  daily 
hour  when  the  public  was  offered  this  to 
sample,  saw  the  British  Columbia  stall 
nearly  mobbed,  so  anxious  were  the 
people  to  obtain  a  sample.  This  points 
to  kippered  salmon  becoming  a  big  sel- 
ler East  In  thr  future.  Another  article 
that  cavjsed  considerable  comment  was 
the  large  sUe  of  the  crabs  sent  by  the 
Canadian  Fishing  Company,  Ltd.  Alto- 
gether, Mr.  Hayward,  who  was  !n 
charge  of  the  exhibit,  feels  that  the 
sliowlng  by  British  Columbia  was  a 
success  l)e>'ond  what  he  anticipated,  all 
preparations  having  to  be  made  In  a 
hurry.

Money    Question 

Sir  Edmun'd  Osier,  who.  In  addition  to 
being  a  prominent  director  of  the 
C.  P.  R.,  Is  presirlent  of  the  Dominion 
Bank,  spoke  briefly  to  The  Colonist  on 
the  subject  of  money.  "Wo  have  been 
ppending  too  much  In  the  East,"  he 
?ald,  "and  you  have  been  following  our 
example  in  the  We.>it.  That  fact,  taken 
in  conjimctlon  with  the  recent  European 
.sttiJRtion,  or  rather  the  situation  in  the 
Balkans,  caused  a  general  tightening 
up  of  the  purse  strings.  Things  are 
easier  now  than  they  have  been,  and  In 
a  very  short  time  I  expect  to  see  them 
back  at  normal,  or  thereabouts.  It  Is 
not  that  there  in  no  money.  There  "Is 
plenty  of  money,  but  the  price  is  rather 
high.      That    Is    all." 

In  reply  to  a  fjuesticn  as  to  whether 
the  money  stringency  affected  the  rail- 
way crmpany.  HIr  Edmund  frankly  re- 
plied that  while  It  did  not  materially 
affect  their  development  policies,  It  did 
have  a  marked  effect  upon  their  rev- 
enues. '"For  instance,  the  lack  of 
money  means  that  people  are  not  trav- 
eling to  the  same  extent.  That  af- 
fects u8  both  by  land  and  water.  On 
this  Coast  even,  while  yo\i  are,  perhap.-j, 
hettT  off.  under  the  circumiitances.  than 
most  places,  you  must  have  observed 
that  the  tourist  traffic  Is  not  up  to  the 
usual.  I  don't  mean  to  say  there  Is 
much  in  that,  because  there  Is  not.  We 
are  merely  marking  time  Just  now,  and 
In  a  little  while  things  will  move  again, 
with  their  wonted  rapidity.  Through- 
out tile  country  conditions  never  wer« 
better,  and  I  believe  that  next  year  we 
shall  resume  the  old  gait  and  set  new 
standards    all    over    again." 

Outlook  ravorabl*. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Jlrjlt,  president  of  the  Royal 
Bank,    said    to   The   Colonist; 

"I  have  never  had  greater  faith  in  the 
future  of  Canada  t|ian  at  the  present 
moment.  Buslne.^^s        conditions        are 

sound  from  Coa.it  to  Coast.  The  only 
trouble  Is  that  we  have  beon  going  too 
fast,  and  tho  present  steadying  down 
win  serve  a  very  good  purpose.  Tho  so- 
called  set-back-^if  I  can  designate  the 
financial  situation  for  the  past  six 
months  by  that  word, — will  enable  tho 
people  to  got  their  wind  and  shape  up 
matters  for  another  period  of  increased 
confidence  and   gcineral   prosperity." 

This  optimistic  view  was.  also  ex- 
pressed by  Mr.  R,  B.  Angus,  president 
of    the   Bank    of   Montreal. 

Mr.  lUiry,  as  a  working  official  of 
the  company,  expressed  his  srratifica- 
tlon  at  the  harvesting  conditions,  and 
predicted  that  the  grain  would  be  clear- 
ed easier  and  with  greater  expedition 
than  ever  before,  despite  the  Increase 
in  the  product  which  he  estimated  at 
something  like  12,000.000  bushels  over 
that   of   last   year.

Were  the 
insects  feetllng  on  the  honey  or  the 
pellen  useful  to  the  flower.s  and  the 
Kardener,  or  would  they  leave  behind 
them  eggs  that  would  endanger  next 
y.irs  plants.  It  Is  safe  to  say  that 
mos^t  people  who  passed  by  the  sarrteh 
could  not  answer  the  question  any 
more  than  the  writer. 

And  yet.  Is  not  such  khowledpp 
vfiluable  In  a  community  where  flr# 
garflens  are  not  only  a  source  of  pleas- 
ure to  the  owners,  but  an  asset  to  the 
fity?  It  would  be  nulte  possible  to  lead 
the  children  to  observe  the  flowers,  the 
insects  and  the  birds  that  are  to  be 
spcn  on  their  way  to  and  from  school. 
Tii.y  might,  with  a  little  trouble,  be 
t.i  ic;ht  to  distinguish  friends  from 
enemies. 

At  a  recent  examination  the  resuUs 
!»howed  th.af  In  a  coimtry  where  lum- 
bering is  one  of  the  principal  Indus- 
tries young  men  and  women  grow  up 
nlthout  being  able  to  tell  one  tree 
from  another.  Would  it  not  be  much 
better  to  learn  to  use  their  powers  of 
observation  than  for  young  people  to 
study  books  of  nature  stiidy  or  botany? 

The  place  to  study  nature  Is  out  of 
doors.  Books  may  and  do  help,  but 
what  I.s  gained  from  them  Is  of  little 
u.9e  unless  It.^  truth  Is  proved  by  th? 
use  of  the  student's  own  senses.  Tt 
1.1  much  more  difficult  to  bring  the 
pupils  into  the  fields  or  gardens  or 
orchards,  or,  It  mny  be,  seashore,  to 
.study  than  to  flellvcr  lectures  or  to 
hear  recltntions.  but  the  pl^'asure  and 
profit  derived  from  such  teaching  re- 
pay.-i  the  trouble.  Even  !f  such  excur- 
sions are  not  possible  for  teachers  and 
their  classc?,  the  pupils  will,  if  en- 
louragcd,  do  much  Independent  study. 
It  Is  not  the  amount  of  work  covered, 
but  the  love  for  the  open  and  "  the 
power  to  observe  that  m.Tke  the  study 
of    iintiirf    really    valuable.

In  the  Inve.stlgatlons  which  have  been 
lately  carried  on  among  the  pirls  em- 
ployed In  citle.i  It  lins  been  foi;nd  that 
a  very  large  proportion  of  the.se  live 
In  their  own  homes.  This  Is  especially 
true  of  the  smaller  cities,  of  Which  Vic- 
toria I.S  one. 

For  the  BTlrlp  who  live  away  from 
home  phllnntroplsts  have  prnvirled  such 
Instliutlon.s  as  the  Y.W.C.A.  o#  hostels 
of  various  kinds  whope  highest  recom- 
mendation l.s  that  those  who  live  there 
"enjoy   the  prlvllegps   of  home." 

A  Httlo  io'inlry  even  In  our  prosper- 
ous city,  would.  It  Is  to  be  fonred.  ohow 
that  fathers  and  mothers  arc  often 
sadly  Incon.'lderate  of  the  needs  of  their 
wage-earning  daughters.  Tt  in  true  that 
at  home  they  have  facilities  for  doing 
any  work  they  mny  he  obliged  to  do 
after  hours.  Th'lr  meals  »ro  well 
cooked  and  wholesome,  find  their  sleep-' 
Ing  rooms  comfortable.  Tn  m.any  homes 
the  girls  can'  bring  their  friends, 
whether  boys  or  glrla,  to  the  .liouae,  and 
mothers  and  fathers  meet  them  and 
help  to  entertain  them.  It  la  not  often 
that    such    girls   go    wrong. 

But,  especially  psrhapa  where  the 
house  la  small  and  means  liitiitad,  the 
girl  does  not  care  to  brihg  her  friends 
home,  and  her  busy  mother  does  not  en- 
courage her  to  do  so.  Indeed,  It  too 
often  happens.  tha|  even  where  thsre  ts 
no  want  of  means,  no  provision  Is  made 
for  th«  B'leda  of  girls  who  hava^  left 
their  eftfrdhood  behind. 
«  What  wonder  la  it  that  auoh  girls 
aeek   outsMe    their     homes      th«     eom- 


MUk  and  TnharculoBls 
The  highest  medical  authorities  have 
decided  that  tuberculosis  can  be  com- 
municated to  human  beings  from  cattle 
suffering  from  the  dlstase.  It  would 
be  worse  than  folly  for  those  who  ha\ « 
no  means  of  arriving  at  the  truth  to 
question   their  decision. 

It  may  prove  that  they  are  mistaken, 
but  the  man,  woman  or  child  who  now 
uses  milk  containing  the  germs  of  tu- 
berculosis does  so  at  the  risk  of  suffer- 
ing from  a  lingering  and  probably  fatal 
disease,  We  all  know  that  cattle  suffer 
front  tuberculosis.  Most  of  us  have  sad 
cause  to  know  that  consumption  in  one 
of  Its  many  forms  appears  in  the  most 
unexpected    places. 

Intelligent  8tockbreetIv"s  and  owner.' 
of  large  herds  Of  cattle  were  very 
quick  to  realize  that  for  their  own  pnke.s 
they  must  protect  their  animals  from 
an  insidious  and  destructive  disease.  As 
soon  as  the  Qovomment  of  British  Co- 
lumbia undertook  to  inspire  cattle  fo- 
luberculosls  these  owners  lent  the  in- 
spectors every  assistance,  and  before  th' 
law  was  made  compulsory,  80  per  cent 
of  the  herdmen  had  their  cattle  in- 
spected. 

I..a8t  Spring  the  compulsory  law  came 
Into  force,  and  since  that  time  all  the 
herds  In  the  neighborhood  of  Victoria 
and  on  the  Gulf  Islands  have  been  ex- 
anilnrd.-  Whenever  It  was  found  tha; 
an  animal  was  tuberculous,  it  was  kill- 
ed. The  owner  received  half  the  value. 
as  fixed  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  In  some  case.-^; 
this  did  not  work  a  hardship  to  the 
r)wner,  but  In  the  end  even  he  woul'l 
profit  by  having  a  clean  herd.  All  the 
babies  whom  he  .suppllad  with  milk 
would  he  saved  from  partaking  of  milk 
Infected    by    the    tubercular    bacilli. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  one  Inspec- 
tion is  not  sufficient,  and  thst  unless 
there  Is  some  other  check  on  the  rtalr>- 
men  than  Government  Inspection.  It 
will  be  some  time  before  Vancouver  Is- 
land herds  will  be  quite  free  from  tu- 
berculosis. It  Is  true  that  every  effort 
Is  being  made  to  prevent  the  admission 
into  the  Province  of  tuberculous  catllf. 
and  that  the  Government  Is  bringing  In 
healthy    pure-bred    stock. 

Still,  tuberculo.'-.ls  Is  a  persistent  and 
ail  Insidious  disea.re.  There  Is  undoubt- 
edly a  temptation  to  elude  or  avoid  In- 
pectlon,  especially  In  the  case  of  owner.s 
of  a   single   cow   or   of   a   small    dairy. 

It  Is  f-)r  the  mothers  of  the  I'rovlnce 
to  nnfot^iinrd  the  health  of  tliplr  own 
families  by  In.sl.stinK  tlint  dairymen 
fchall  supply  milk  only  from  cows  pro- 
nounced free  from  tuberculosis.  Tt  Is 
ea'sy  to  verlfv  t!io  assertion  of  the  ven- 
dor by  Inoulry  at  tVu"  livestock  ttranch 
of    th.»    Asrrlcultural    Pepnrtment. 

W)ille  all  womrn  are  Interested  tn 
rirpventln-r  the  use  of  tubevcuUms  milk. 
It  shniiir]  he  especially  a  matter  In 
Which  members  of  the  Antl-Tubcrculosls 
Society  are  specially  zealous..  We  pay 
liberally  for  the  support  of  a  sani- 
tarium, and  we' see  that  the  dylnq-  are 
cared  for.  but  women  In  their  own 
homes  very  .icldom  take  precautions  to 
prevent  the  use  of  milk  containing  the 
frerms    of    con.iumptlon. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  In  Its 
efforts  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the 
community  by  stamping  out  tuberciilo- 
Bis  smoner  the  cattle  should  receive  the 
very  heartiest  support  of  n-iothers.  This 
c.«in  he  given  by  persistent  Inquiries  as 
to  whether  the  cows  who  supply  the 
milk  have  or  have  -not  passed  the  tuber- 
cular   test.

Elaotrio  Dirigible  Balloon 
A  curious  model  of  an  electric  dirig- 
ible balloon,  which  had  already  been 
tested  at  Geneva  and  Bord.iaux,  Is  be- 
ing experimented  with  now  In  Paris, 
and  is  said  to  be  giving  results  that 
permit  of  all  sorts  of  speculations  as 
to  aerial  navigation  In  the  future. 
The  dirlgable  Is  about  12  feet  long,  and 
has  six  propellers,  two  on  each  side, 
on©  fora  and  aft,  and  one  above  and 
below.  An  electric  motor  is  worked  by 
wireless  electricity.  A  wire  trails  on 
the  ground,  and  by  means  of  another 
wire  projecting  above  tho  balloon  the 
current  of  electric  waves  in  the  air  Is 
caught,  and  the  motors  are  set  In  mo- 
tion. The  question  will  be  whether  a 
large  and  /eally  workable  dirigible  con- 
structed on  this  prlnglple  will  give  the 
same  results.

"An  amateur  is  a  person  who  has 
not  d)  competed  with  or  against  pro- 
fessionals; (2)  competed  for  a  staked 
bet,  money  or  gate  receipts:  (3)  taught 
promoted  or  engaged  in  athletics  as 
a  means  of  livelihood,  or  for  personal 
gain:  M)  received  any  valuable  con- 
sideration other  than  traveling  or  hotel 
expenses  for  athletic  cervices  or  loss 
of  time  In  connection  with  athletic 
sports  or  exercises;  (5)  sold  or  pledged 
his  prizes;  (6)  entered  a  competition 
tinder  a  name  other  than  his  own" — 
It  being  provided  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  forgrolng,  or  anything  in  this 
'constitution  to  the  contrary,  any  club 
or  team  affiliated  with  this  association 
may  play  with  or  against  any  club 
or  team  alflllated  with  the  International 
Federation    of   Football    Associations.

OTTAWA.  Sept.  10.— Opinions  differ 
in  Ottawa  as  to  the  probable  effect  on 
Canadian  producer"  and  consumer  of  the 
new   United   States   tariff. 

At  the  Malhews-Laing  head  office, 
the  associate  manager.  In  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Gray,  stated  that  the  removal  of 
duty  on  Canadian  soaia  means  an  In- 
crease of  from  one  to  two  cents  per 
pound  In  the  price  of  beef  to  the 
Canadian  consumer.  The  view  was  also 
e.xpressed  that  If  the  wholesale  houses 
are  forced  to  raise  beef  prices  a  cent  or 
two  per  pound,  there  Is  no  tellinK  what 
the  retailer  may  in  turn  charge  the 
consumer.  It  may  mean  even  three  or 
four  cents  per  pound  or  more  for  beef 
to    the   householder. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Sbper,  manager  of  the 
Ogilvie  Milling  Co..  stated  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  United  .States  duty  from  25 
cents  to  10  cents  per  hu.<ihel  on  wheat 
coming  from  Canada  would  have  prac- 
tically  no   effect   here. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,''  said  Mr.  Soper, 
th-e'  United  States  ha.s  practically  had 
free  wheat  for  years.  The  25  cent  duty 
wa.«i  givpn  to  the  miller.  Now  the  Amer- 
ican miller  uses  Canadiun  wheat  only 
to  Improve  the  quality  of  hia  export 
flour;  none  Is  used  for  domestic  ptir- 
posie.?.  In  the  export  flour  business  the 
American  miller  Is  given  a  rebate  of 
almost  24  cents  on  his  original  duty  of 
25  cents.  The  rebate  practically  means 
free  wheat,  so  that  the  new  regulation 
should  mean  no  change  in  present 
prices."

For  years  It  was  .  a  commonplace  of 
European  politics  that  the  expulsion  of 
the  Turk,  "bag  and  baggage"  from 
I'Jurope  would  bring  about  an  in<>vltable 
collision  between  the  great  powers.  The 
Ttirk  has  gone.  Kven  if  allowed  to  re- 
lain  Adrlanople,'  very  little  of  him 
would  reinain. 

The  redrawing  of  the  map  of  Europe 
has  served  to  bring  into  contrast  the 
conflicting  Interests  of  the  various  po- 
litical groups,  and  for  the  first  time  for 
a  generation  the  old  alliances  are  seen 
In  dissolution,  for  the  new  conditions 
In  the  Balkans  hnve  produced  thf;  signs 
of  new   combinations. 

The  policy  of  .\ustrla-H'.ingary  Is 
sltrrply  cynical.  In  the  past  she  used 
ber  geographical  position  to  prevent 
the  expansion  of  Servian  trade,  in  the 
present  .«;he  has  used  her  military  power 
to  prevent  the  expansion  of  Servian 
territory  to  the  Adriatic.  With  one 
eye  on  Hurazzo  and  another  on  Salonlca, 
she  finds  herself  opposed  to  the  com- 
bination of  Greece  and  Servla  against 
Bulgaria,  and  so  she  suddenly  becjmes 
an  advocate  of  the  Bulgarian  cause.  Ig- 
noring, for  the  time  being,  the  fact  that 
Bulgaria   too   lays   claim    to    Salonlca. 

As  for  the  Russian  attitude,  no  one 
Is  In  any  doubt  about  It.  She  repaid 
Roumania  for  saving  her  at  Plevna  by 
depriving  tliat  state  of  Bessarabia:  she 
desired  the  humiliation  of  Bulgaria  be- 
cause a  vast  Bulgarian  state,  creeping 
down  to  Constantinople,  was  a  menace 
to  her  hopes  on  the  Bosphorus:  she  has 
no  particular  affection  for  Greece,  for 
the  Greeks  are  not  Slavs,  and  may  at 
any  time  prove  a  thorn  In  the  flesh  of 
that  great  Slav  confederacy  which  the 
has  pictured  hfrself  as  controlling  In 
the  Balkans.  And  so  she  carried  on  lier 
method  of  hand-fo-oiouth  diplomacy, 
always  supportad  ultimately  by  tha 
Cossack. 

It  la  on  the  triple  alliance  thai  the 
Balkan  changes  have,  perhaps  struck 
their  most  severe  blow.  •  Austria- 
Hungary  aiio  Italy  both  laid  claim  to 
Albanian  Influence,  and  ao  And  them- 
selves with  an  Albanian  question  aided 
to  the  alreB.dy  exiatlng.  :  question  of 
Italia  irredenta.  Auatrla-Hungary  hav- 
ing made  mistake  after  mlatake.  ha'ving 
almost  come  to  blows  with  Italy  ov»r 
the  garrisons  of  the  Tyrolaae  Alps,  now 
suddenly  flnds  .herself  puraulng  a  policy 
which  Germany  cannot  approve  of,  and 
flo  takes  up  a  stand  In  support  of  the 
Ruanlan  demand  foT  a  revtalon  of  the 
treaty  of  Bucharest.  Ever  since  the 
formation  of  the  triple  alliance.  Ger- 
many has  acted  with  Ipyally,  m  ttie 
face  of  the  most  Immense  prorootttlon 
from  her  two  allies.

As  :|  result  of  the  consideration  by 
the  building  and  grounds  committee  of 
the  problem  of  congestion  in  the  schools, 
the  committee  reported  advocating  the 
erection  of  a  four-roomed  building  on 
the  new  site  belonging  to  the  board  In 
James  Bay.  Mr.  J.  C.  M.  Keith,  will  be 
asked  to  prepare  the  preliminary  plans 
therefor.  Brick  .'^cliools  for  'manual 
training  classes  will  aLso  be  erected  on 
the  North  Quadra  Street  and  Hollywood 
Scha<)^.  s(:teK.  Owing  to  the  unsultable- 
ntss'of  'the  old  Baptist  Church  premises, 
Quaejrqi  and  Yates  Streets,  recently  se- 
cured by  tlTe- board  for  classrooms  for 
Chinese  student.^,  that  building  will  be 
relinquished  and  a  lease  of  the  old 
schoolroom  of  St.  John's  Church,  Kis- 
guard  Street,  will  be  secured  at  a  rental 
of  |5o  per  month.  The  committee's 
recommendation  to  the  effect  that  the 
Gamewell  fire  alarm,  equipment  for  the 
new  Burnside  and  Oakland  Schools  he 
ordered  direct  from  the  manufacturers 
at  a  cost  of  $1,400  was  also  adopted,- 

Consideration  was  given  of  Dr.  XVas- 
son's  recent  report  upon  infectious  dis- 
eases among  children.  It  showed  that. 
In  the  case  of  -such  diseases,  especially 
whooping-cough  and  measles,  the  per- 
centage of  cases  here  was  very  high 
up  to  the  age  of  six  years.  This,  Dr. 
■U'asson  stated,  was  most  unsatisfactory, 
and  he  urged  that  it  was  the  board's 
duty  to  conduct  a  campaign  of  educa- 
tion to  warn  parents  that  such  disease.^' 
are  most  serious  with  children  of  tender 
years.  If  by  care  on  the  part  of  par- 
ents these  Juvenile  diseases  could  be 
delayed  until  the  children  were  older. 
It  would  he  less  serioun  for  the  children. 
To  Trustee  Dr.  Donald'.^;  suggestion  that, 
aa  children  do  not  commence  scliool  until 
they  are  six  years  of  age.  what  111- 
nesges  they  may  suffer  prior  to  that 
oge'canhof  be  said  to  be  a  matter  for 
which  the  board  has  any  responsibility. 
Dr.  Wasson  pointed  out  that  the  board 
should  f/lucate  parents  and  disseminate 
knowledge  of   such   disea.sps. 

Ifo  Money  for  Beporta 

Tjustee  Dr.  Hall  stated  that  he,  as 
city  medical  health  officer,  had  pro- 
posed Issuing  a  quarterly  report  con- 
taining data  of  great  educational  value 
to  the  people  on  health  matters.  In 
other'  u-p-to-date  cities  suc'.i  reports 
were  iesupd  monthly,  but  when  he  sug- 
gested to  the  finance  committee  of  the 
City  Council  that  quarterly  reports 
should  be  prepared  and  published,  .

SUNKEN  ART  TREASURES 


aellcf)  of  ths  Sack  of  Athens  In  S8  B.  C. 

Reported   Found   Off  Tunisian 

Coast 

A  correspondent,  writing  to  The  Paris 
I,.Iherte.  gives  particulars  of  an  archae- 
ological find  of  the  greatest  Interest.  At 
Madhia,  on  the  TunK-sIan  loast.  five  or 
six  years  ago.  some  Greek  sponge  fishers 
noticed  a  strange  mass  of  wreckage  ly- 
ing at  a  depth  of  130  feel  to  the  north 
of  Madhia  Lighthouse.  Amidst  a  jumble 
of  tlml)ers  lay  .splendid  marble  columns, 
bronze  statuettes,  a  superb  life-size 
boy's  figure,  and;  ft  Hermes  of  Dl'onysos, 
which  they  succeeded  In  bringing  to  the

The  bottom  of  the  hold  contains  about 
sixty  columns  of  hlueish-white  marble 
thirteen  feet  high,  which  were  probably 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  wreck  of  an 
evidently  too  heavily  freighted  ship.  All 
the  Inscriptions  deciphered  relate  to  .■Vt- 
tlca  and  personages  of  the  middle  fourth 
century  B.C.,  and  it  might  have  been 
thought  that  the  vessel  dated  from  that 
period  but  for  the  BoethUs  statue  and 
a  lamp  of  a  pattern  only  Introduced  into 
Attica  at  the  end  of  the  second  century 
B.C.  Some  writing  on  lead  Ingots  also 
la  In  the  Latin  of  that  epoch,  and 
experts  so  far  have  concluded  that  the 
vessel  was  loaded  in  Attica  for  Rome, 
and  probahlj'  the  cargo  was  the  spoil 
after  the  taking  of  Athens  by  Stilla  in 
86  B.C.  Both  Luclan  and  Pllhy  relate 
how  Sulla  pillaged  Atht-ns,  and  t!ie 
former  descrlt>es  a  wreck  off  Capo  Males 
of  a  ship  full  of  works  of  Greek  art,  in- 
cluding a  picture,  by  Xeuxls.  Rome's 
loss  two  thousand  years  ago,  however, 
becomes  French  gain,  and  soon  travel- 
ers will  be  able  to  admire  these  prlce- 
le.ss  relics  In  the  Bardo  Museum  at 
Tunis.

"Within  two  years  I  had  made  3,000 
models,  and  from  the  small  models  I  de- 
veloped a  man-lifting  glider,  and  finally 
a  full-sized  machine.  My  research  was 
conducted  Independent  of  the  Wrigrtt 
Brothers'  experiments,  and  the  result  Is 
that  my\machlne  Is  the  only  one  today 
that  has  not  the  Wright  method  of  con- 
trol. 

"After  I  iiad  proceeded  some  distance 
with  my  experiments,"  continued  Mr. 
,Dunne,  "I  turned  my  attention  to  bird 
flight.  ..I  observed  that  no  bird  had  a 
'vertical  rudder,  and  that  no  bird  accus- 
tomed to  flying  under  sea-going  condi- 
tions had  a  tail.  I  also  noticed  that  sea- 
Eolng  birds  flew  with  their  wings  slop?d 
back,  and  that  they  changel  tlu-ir  direc- 
tion of  flight  by  raising  the  tips  of  the 
wings.  These  natural  facts  so,  coincldf;d 
with  mj-  nfei-'oncelved  ideas .  of  the  es- 
sentials for  etablllty  that  I  was  con- 
vinced that  T  was  on  the  right  track. 
Machines  Tested 

".Tn  1906  Colonel  <'apper  .suggested  to 
the  War  Office  that  my  invention  should 
receive  their  attention.  Under  their  aus- 
pices a  gilder  was  built,  and  then  a  bi- 
plane. The  latter,  which  had  onl>-  a  20- 
h.p.  engine,  actually  flew.  Through  the 
kindly  Interest  of  the  Marquis  of  Tulll- 
bardine,  these  experiments  were  carried 
out  at  Elalr  Atholl,  the  experlnu-ntai 
grouiids  being  guarded  by  tlie.  Marquis' 
gillies.  When  Captain  Cappei;  left  the 
balloon''  factory  in  1S08  the  War  Office 
abandoned  Interest  In  aeroplanes,  and 
Colonel  Cody  and  myself  were  told  to 
go,  and  take  our  machines  with  us. 
Then  Wright  came  over  and  revUed  .nn 
Interest. 

"With  support  of  the  Marquis  of  TuUi- 
bardlne  I  went  to  Eatschurch  In  1900. 
My  first  niachlrie  wa.=>  completed  in  IDIO, 
and  we  did  an  Initial  flight  of  between 
four  and  five  miles.  This  wa.s  followed 
bj-  an  official  test  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Aeronautical  Society.  Mr.  Orvllle 
Wright  acting  as  one  of  the  official  ob- 
servers. During  those  tests  I  let  go  of 
the-  control  levers  and  wrote  a  note. 
Then  I  built  a  monoplane  on  the  same 
principle,  and  again  demonstrated  the 
stability  of  the  machine  by  writing  !n 
m!d-alr.  I  found  that  the  machine  would 
fly  a  straight  course  of  two  miles  un- 
controlled. 

Single   Propeller 

"Fo^owirg  the  monoplane  I  huilt  a 
new  biplane  with  a  single  propeller.  On 
this  Major  Carden,  of  the  Royal  Flying 
Corps,  who  has  only  one  hand,  tool<  his 
aviation  certificate.  This  machine,  pi- 
loted by  Mr.  N.  S.  Perclval,  carried 
Major  Brook-Popham  In  Its  official  test 
last  December  and  carried  them.  In  spite 
of  heavy  winds,  successfully  over  Fargo 
AVood,  a  dangerous  spot,  where  no  fewer 
than   four  aviators  have  been  killed. 

"1  was  invited  to  fly  In  France.  .There 
m;-  monoplane  rose  fiOO  feet  per  minute, 
stid  General  Felix,  who  saw  the  per- 
formance, immediately  ordered  a  biplane 
and  asked  for  a  hydro-aeroplane  on  the 
same    principle." 

The  secret  of  the  stabllltv  of  the 
Dunne  biplane  lies  In  the  angle  formed 
by  the  two  arms  of  the  V,  and  the  pe- 
culiar drooping  of  the  tips  of  the  planes. 
Apnit  from  its  stability  In  gusty  wind. 
It    can    be    banked    to    such   an   angle    as 


to  pernYlt  of  continued  flight  In  a  circle 

of  only  100  yards  diameter.  In  this  di- 
rection alone  It  most  nearly  approaches 
the  much-desired  "hoverer.  "  The  fact 
that  its  control  Imposes  no  strain  upon 
the  pilot  makes  It  an  Ideal  vehicle!  for 
Icng-dlst.ince  flights.  The  existing 
Duime  biplane  can  carry  two  persons 
and  Bufflcient  fuel  for  3H  hours'  flight 
at  fifty-five  miles  per  hrjur.  By  a  re- 
finement In  design,  it  is  anticipated  tht^t 
the  two  machine's  to  h.^  constructed  for 
the  British  War  Office  will  have  a  speed 
of  sixty-five  miles  per  hour.

There  are  crosses   to 
encourage    you    all    along    the    road    to 
show    where  earlier   travelers   were   lost. 
Ultimately      he      and      his      companions 
reached    the   plains,   and   their  first   land- 
lady gave  them  a  good  dinner  and  breal<- 
fast.      They    had    slept   i-omfortably,   and 
a.s   they   left  she  gave   them   two  cooked 
chickens   and    a   dozen    hard-boiled    eggs 
In    case    no    other    food    could    be    found. 
She  refused  his  offered  two  dollars,  but 
.riiuld   at   laft   be   persxiaded   to    talte   ten 
cents.      "It   is    too   much,"   she   said.      In 
......  weeiia  i.e  and   his  friend  could  not 

spend  on  their  living  more  than  five 
dollars  between  them.  Why?  It  was  a 
lovely  country.  There  are  lots  of  rlv- 
<5rs  and  on  each  side  of  a  river  is  a 
strip  of  three  miles  of  forest,  then  come 
the  plains.  There  is  no  need  to  work, 
and  the  people  don't  bother  about  that. 
They  build  in  three  days  a  house  that 
will  last  them  five  years.  They  have 
cattle,  and  don't  have  to  herd  them  or 
round  them  up,  for  the  cows  come  back 
to  their  corral  to  Uck  the  rock  salt. 
,'1'here  are  mangoes,  plantains  and  alli- 
gator pears  in  plenty.  You  could  shoot 
(iui.k,  geese,  pigeon,  armadillo,  deer  and 
Iguana.  Plenty  of  fish  and  turtles.  The 
latter  laid  good  eggs.  Coffee  and  to- 
bacco grew  by  the  house,  also  sugar 
cane,  and  from  tlie  molasses  rtim  was 
made.  The  farmer  with  a  wooden 
plough  scratched  a  furrow  two  Inches 
dffp  and  the  maize  grew  fifteen  feet 
inph.  Wood  came  from  the  forest,  near 
vhlch  tlie  house  was  ?ure  to  be  built. 
A  few  plRs  were  kept  to  destroy  snakes. 
Temperature  In  the  day  is  about  80  de- 
grees, at  night  60  degrees.  Money' Is 
or  no  use,  for  they  buy  nothing  from 
outside  but  salt,  Panama  hats,  and 
guitars.  At  their  doors  also  Is  found 
thf  calabash  tree,  whose  fruit,  properly 
dissected,  Tnake  for  them  plates,  bowls 
and  spoons.  An  ox  costs  ?1.  The  cal- 
eurlar  is  full  of  holidays,  and  they  give 
themsrlves  another  whenever  a  stranger 
comes  to  town  The  wild  cotton  gives 
them  stuff  for  the  scanty  clothing  they 
year   and   wages   are   $3   a   month. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Wallace  was  so  plea.sed  with 
his  memories  of  this  charming  covmtry 
tl  at  he  burst  into  a  song  and  recited  a 
poem  of  his  own  composition  on  this 
Garden  of  Eden,  ^he  society  was  very 
■plfased  with  his  story,  and  at  the  end 
gave  him  a  most  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
for  his  most  Interesting  paper.  Next 
n.rcting  will  be  held  on  September  22. 
Mr.  AVallace's  verses  were:

The  home  of  the  warlike  Pathun  is  In

I^oea    of    French    Ships 

Up  to  the  pre.HPiit  three  I'"rfnoh  shljis 
have  been  lost  this  year,  whirli  is  a 
greater  ratio  of  loss  than  has  been  the 
case  for  a  long  time.  In  1912  only  one 
vessel,  the  Max,  was  lost,  while  in  1911 
there  was  only  the  loss  of  the  Made- 
leine, whlrh  wns  blown  ashore  during 
a  hurricane  while  lo.adlng  nitrate  on 
the  West  Coast.  Both  the  Max  and  the 
Mndelrlne  were  well  known  on  the 
Coast.  The  nitmber  of  British  ships 
lost  In  )?12  and  1911  was  eight  and 
nine  respectively,  and  as  the  "rssels 
of  French  register  built  of  iron  and 
steel  over  1,000  tons  register  are  more 
numerous  than  the'  British  vessels  ri^g- 
Istered  In  the  United  Kingdom  of  the 
eame  size.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
record  of  French  owners  is  consider- 
ably better  from  an  underwriting  point 
as  regards  total  losses.  These,  however, 
are  not  th«  only  factors  taken  Into  con- 
sideration In  fixing  premiums  and,  taken 
altogether,  French  sailing  ships  are  not 
considered  to  be  as  good  risks  as  Brit- 
ish-owned   windjammers.

LONDON,  Sept.  10. — Berlin  dispatches 
say  that  the  Hamburg-American  liner 
Imperator  is  to.be  taken  off  service  in 
October,  and  that  her  boileris.  which 
are  now  declared  to  be  InsufTlclent,  will 
be   changed    to   permit   the   iise   of   oil. 

It  seems  that  the  Imperator,  which 
has  had  nothing  but  bad  luck  since  the 
day  she  was  launched,  is  to  be  par- 
tially rebuilt,  in  addition  to  the  recon- 
struction of  the  boilers.  It  Is  stated 
that  the  sumptuous  "millionaire"  suites, 
having  proved  unprofitable  from  a 
commercial  point  of  view,  are  to  be 
converted  into  a  larger  number  of 
smaller    cabins. 

The  company  hoi>Ps  that  after  the 
extensive  projected  changes  have  been 
effected,  the  liner  will  be  def'altely  re- 
lieved of  what  the  Kaiser  '.!:'.d  termed 
"Infantile  ailments."  The  cx-.-orlenco  of 
the  Hamburg-.^merlc.in  line  with  the 
Imperator  has  had  a  marked  effect  In 
German  shipping  circles,  and  the  policy 
is  now  to  build  smaller  boats  for  ocean- 
passenger  service.  The  North  German 
Lloyd,  for  instance,  has  definitely  de- 
cided not  to  build  vessels  of  more  than 
30.000    tons.

Mr.  Nash's  telegram  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Referring  to  reported  Interview  with 
me  In  San  Francisco  press  last  week, 
and  reproduced  in  your  paper,  statlntf 
that  headriuarters  of  the  RoyaJ  Mall 
.'-'fpam  I'acket  Company  woiild  be  es- 
tablished In  San  I'ranclsco  and  that 
city  would  be  made  the  terminal  of  u 
steamship  line  from  Europe.  I  should  be 
oblig'ed  if  you  would  correct  this  mis- 
reported  Interview  and  state  that  no 
definite  decision  has  been  made  by  the 
company  at  present  as!  to  headquarters 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  also  that  the  ter- 
minal of  the  proposed  European  service 
will,  be  at  a  port  In  the  .\orth,  and 
that  vessels  would  call  at  all  Pacific 
Coast  ports  where  business  offers  and 
conditions    of    harbors    permit." 

Mr,  Nash  recently  paid  a  visit  to 
Victoria,  and.  In  an  Interview,  stated 
that  the  company  which  he  represented 
had  been  watching  for  sevc-ral  years 
the  development  of  the  harbors  on  thf* 
Pacific  Coast,  and.  In  any  extension  of 
their  trade  in  these  waters,  the  Im- 
portance oC  the  harbors  of  Victoria  and 
Vancouver  would  not  be  overlooked. 
Mr.  Nash  was  particularly  Impressed 
with  the  harbor  Improvements  now  be- 
ing undertaken  by  the  I'omlnlon  Gov- 
ernment In  Victoria,  and  prophesied 
that  the  port  of  Victoria  would  soon 
become  famou.s  among  the  world's 
great   trading  centres. 


Has  Perilous  Voyag'a. 
Bringing  65  pa.saengers  and  approxi- 
mately 1,250  tons  of  freight,  the  steam- 
ship Watson  of  the  Alaska  Steamship 
company,  Cnpt.  .lames  R.  Brennan  com- 
manding, reached.
